Most railroad hierarchies a long time ago 
hauled out their financial records, added two 
and two, and got six. 

They decided freight traffic was profitable, 
passengers were a costly nuisance and that, 
therefore, the latter part of their business should 
be phased out gradually by discouraging cus¬ 
tomers and then citing the fewer ticket sales as 
the basis for eliminating train routes. This may 
be an oversimplification (rising auto usage 
also has plagued bus lines), but even railroaders 
concede in private that it is basically true. 

An encouraging zephyr of fresh air finally 
has been breathed into the dreary situation by 
an Interstate Commerce Commission examiner, 
who has taken the sensible staird that il need 
not be "all or nothing.” Building on the idea 
that at least some passenger service should be 
retained, he has urged finding ways to make it 
enjoyable and profitable. 

Examiner John S. Messer proposes that 
city or county governments buy and maintain 
their own railroad stations; railroads deduct 
passenger deficits directly from their federal 
income taxes; trains provide meals on all runs 
of 2 50 or more miles and sleeping cars and 
diner-lounge cars on trip# of 1 2 or more hours; 
.speed be at least equal to that of a railroad's 
fastest freight train; and that all trains have 
heating, air-conditioning, lighting, restrooms and 
drinking water, all in operating order. His most 
eye-catching finding: All cars should be clean. 

That such obvious step# are not the present 
routine tells eloquently how far service has 
slipped—much of it on purpose. 

We don't know how far the examiner will 
get. but he has our vote. And. having experi¬ 
enced some of the harassment intended to_subtly 
tell us to take our business elsewhere, we ll add 
to our approving words a hearty cheer for his 
accuracy and courage.

Illinois taxpayers do rank 
50 states in per capita allocation of the 1968-69 
•U. S. budget. The $ 186 billion federal spending 
comes to $940 per American; Illinois taxpayers' 
per capita amount is $1169, or about 25 7» 
over the national average. But this takes into 
account such factors as highway spending, deter¬ 
mined to an extent by the size and central loca¬ 
tion of the state. 

Illinoisans paid a 63-cent ''premium,'' the 
second highest in the nation, in taxes for each 
$1 they received in federal grants-in-aid, newly 
completed Illinois Taxpayers' Federation figures 
for 1967 show. The $1.63 paid for each aid 
dollar compares to $1.58 for each dollar m 
1966. 

New Jersey, paying $1.70 in taxes for each 
$1 received, led the 18 state# which paid more 
than they received. Alaska, paying only 21 
cents, was lowest among the 31 states paying 
less than a dollar for $1 in aid. Missouri broke

Grants are estimated at $17 billion for 
fiscal 1968 and $20 billion the following year, 
a level three lime# that of a decade ago. It s 
lucky for u# that all this money is "free —just 
like our purchases with credit cards.
